Whether you earn a million dollars a year or 
work for minimum wages, you share a common 
problem: You must learn lo live within your in­ 
come. 
We could all easily spend twice as much as we 
earn. From all sides we arc urged to do so: Buy a 
new car or new home, take a cruise, replace last 
year’s clothes with this year’s styles, put a swim­ 
ming pool in the back yard. 


If we do not choose from among the things we 
are urged to buy, we will be hopelessly in debt. 
I hat is why you need a spending plan if you 
are to handle your finances wisely. You should un­ 
derstand clearly how much you can afford for vari­ 
ous items you need or want. 


THIS SPENDING plan need not be a formal 
thing in black and white. Millions of families man­ 
age successfully without a “ budget.” The import­ 
ant point 
on which virtually all authorities agree 
- - is to understand precisely where you want your 
money to go. 


“Only you can decide how you should spend 
your income," says Mabel Spray, specialist in tam* 
ily economics af Ohio State University. “The 


spending plan for each family depends on income, 
the size and age of its members, where they live, 
what they do and what kind of responsibilities they 
h a v e . 


“Before a family can improve its spending 
plan, it must have pretty well in mind the goals 
or aims it wants to reach sometime in the future,” 
Miss Spray adds. 


Regardless of long-range objectives, however, 
all of us have the same basic expenses to which we 
must allot a certain percentage of our incomes. 


SHELTER: flow much you spend will depend 
to a large extent on:

aspects of your home. Some obtain most of their 
satisfaction in living from the house. Others prefer 
to spend less on housing and more for special in­ 
terests like education, travel, music, hobbies or 
sports. 


(2) Number and ages of your children and 
whether you want a house, with a yard, that is 
conveniently accessible to good schools. 


(I) What your income w ill a llo w . Whether you 
rent or make payments on a h o u s e , you will have 
a make regular payments — u s u a lly monthly — on 
a specific date.
